policemen 
were shot and killed and three build 
ings dynamited early today in a new 
outbreak of Chicago's labor war. 
T error was spread through the West 
side as dynam iters hurled bombs and 
fired volleys of shots. 
The bombings and m urderings were 
attributed by police to resentment of 
extrem ists against the wage awards 
of Judge Landis who acted as arbi­ 
trator in the dispute between building 
trades employees and contractors. 
Patrolm an Thom as J. Clark was rid­ 
dled by bullets and instantly killed 
when he interrupted tile vandals when 
they attem pted to blow up the Sharp 
& Partridge glass plant. 
Tile terrorists were in the attitude 
of htirlng a bomb at the plant from an 
automobile. 
The slayers a few min­ 
utes before had hurled dynamite into 
the Tyler & Hippach garage . Per- 
renz Lyons, acting police lieutenant 
in charge of a detachm ent of officers 
took up the hunt. 
L yons’ car drew 
up beside a suspicious looking auto. 
The lieutenant yelled “halt.” The an­ 
swer was a show er of revolver bul­ 
lets. 
Lyons was killed and Joseph 
Moeller, m otorcycle policeman, was 
shot in the leg. 
Charles Fitzmorris, 
chief of police, rushed to the scene 
of the bombings and m urderings and 
assumed personal charge of the man 
hunt. 
Following Lyons’ murder, two other 
buildings were bombed. 
In each case, 
according to Fitzm orris, the buildings 
bombed were owned by men identified 
with the Citizens Committee to enforce 
the Landis award. 


Police Chief Defends 
Much Abused Flapper;

seal Its status as a nation still con­ 
nected with the British empire, but 
no m ore intimately, except economi­ 
cally, than Canada. 
('nder fix*, provisional government, 
Pontius st el General Walsh is operat­ 
ing in tlx- 26 counties all telephones, 
telegraphs, cables and mails and is 
adm inistering the postal savings aud 
the old age pensions. 
T here is no minister of foreign af­ 
fairs in the personnel, lint there are 
in charge cf a member of the cabinet 
of the (Jail eirearm, recognized by re­ 
publicans as the prevailing 
govern­ 
ment of Ireland, which is to function 
until the Irish people

It is not the clear-cut acceptance 
of tho allied term s which was re­ 
quested. 
Delegates described the Russian an­ 
swer which was to be made public 
this afternoon as evasive, diseursory, 
argum entative and dilatory. They said 
that it partially accepted the allied 
proposals, partly refused them, and 
in part proposed modifications. 


Nebulizer Prevented Delivery 
Genoa, 
May IO.—Foreign 
Minister 
Sehnnaer of Italy today stepped in 
and saved the Genoa conference from 
a breakdown. 
He prevented Russia 
from delivering an unsatisfactory re­ 
ply to the nilled memorandum. 
The Russian note was ready for de­ 
livery. 
Schanzer had been appraised 
that certain parts of the document 
would he unacceptable to the allies. 
He persuaded Tehiteherin to retain the 
note and to consider certain changes 
before it was formally presented. This 
intervention averted a crisis and caus­ 
ed the further postponement of de­ 
livery of the Soviet note. 
At the same time it was reported 
that Premier Lenlne, appealed to by 
certain allies, had wired Tehiteherin 
to revise the document. 
The 
delegates 
hailed 
Schanzer’s 
move as “saving the conference from 
(lestruction.” 
T'lio Russian note upon 
examination had been found 
to

stronger In parts than was expected. 
It would have Inurn unsatisfactory to 
Fiance and Belgium, and in part to 
the rest of the allies.

CANADA’S VALUATION LAW EVADED 


Oppo nents of the American valuation plan for the pending1 
tariff bill are finding it difficult to explain the experience which 
Canadian manufacturers have been undergoing. 
The Canadian 
parliament recently amended the Canadian tariff law by the addi­ 
tion of a clause providing that in valuing imports for purposes 
of levying tariff duties no depreciation of foreign currency should 
be recognized in excess of 50 per cent. 
Here is an illustration of how this law operates, 
tinder the 
normal rate of exchange the par value of the German mark is 
23.8 cents. 
At the current rate of exchange the value of the 
German mark is less than one cent 
If German currency were 'rot 
depreciated and the normal rate of exchange prevailed, a German- 
made article valued at 200 marks, imported into Canada would be, 
in terms of Canadian money, valued at $47.60. 
Upon this valua­ 
tion Canada would levy her tariff. 
Under the present valuations 
in Germany, a German-made article valued at 200 marks is worth 
in Canadian money less than $2.00. 
It is to prevent the impor­ 
tation of foreign-made goods at such ridiculously low tariff valu­ 
ations that Canada has amended her tariff law. 
Under the amendment to the Canadian tariff law, a German- 
made article under present conditions costing 200 marks, instead 
of being valued at the current rate of exchange (less than one 
cent to the mark) would be valued in the Canadian custom house 
at the rate of 11.9 cents to the mark, or $23.80. 
In other words, 
the Canadian valuation amendment arbitrarily fixes 11.9 cents as 
the lowest value which will bi’ recognized for the German mark in 
assessing valuations on German imports. 
At. the time the amendment was made it was thought this 
would effectually stop the flooding of Canadian markets with 
cheaply made and cheaply valued foreign goods. 
Canadian manu­ 
facturers have discovered, however, that the law is being evaded 
by German goods being sent into Holland for reshipment. 
There 
they are repacked, relabeled and shipped to Canada as products 
of The Netherlands, with invoices made out in terms of Dutch 
currency. 
Inasmuch as Dutch currency is practically at par in 
Canada, the valuation amendment to the Canadian tariff does not 
apply to goods shipped from Holland and valued in terms of Dutch 
currency. 
For the privilege of shipping the goods into Holland for re­ 
shipment, Germany pays to Holland the small tax of five per cent. 
Any article valued in Germany at 200 marks is actually wolf 
only $2.00 iii Canadian money, if shipped! direct to Canada would 
be arbitrarily valued at $23.80 as already stated. 
Any valuation 
less than $23.80 (in terms of Dutch currency) therefore repre­ 
sents the degree to which Germany evades the Canadian valua­ 
t io n law, without in the least affecting her profits on the goods. 


BUILDING OPERATIONS INCREASE 


A RETORT to the Department of Labor shows that building 
operations in the United States increased 32 per cent in 1921 over 
the previous year. 
The wholesale cost of building materials, the 
report says, decreased 38 per cent in the same period, and the 
average total cost of a one-family dwelling was $4,314 in 1920, 
compared with $3,925 in 1921. 
The construction of one-family dwellings increased 71 per 
cent in 1921, two-family dwellings 211 per cent, and multi-family 
houses (apartments and tenements) 201 per cent. 


It has been established definitely by government investiga- 
ion that there are no bogus Liberty bonds in circulation, high 
treasury officials declare. 
Secretary Mellon’s inquiry has re­ 
galed exceptional instances of bonds having been duplicated, but 
hey have been found to be genuine. 
Not a single spurious bond 
ins come to the attention of the secret service or the banks of 
he country, the officials say.
